Cragin now is a director of the Legal Aid 
society end was president of the organization 
at. the time he was identified most closely 
with Chicago's loan shark industry. He is 
digactor of a number of charitable institu- 
tlons and is prominent in church work inEv- 
b anston. In these circles, however, his con- 
nection with Charles Wallace Mosher, the 
former convict loan shark and absconder, 
are not well known. 

Made Familiar with Sharks. 

Mr. Cragin's Official position in the Legal 
Ald society had made him familiar with the 
activities of loan sharks at the time he first 
entered into business with Mosher. In fact, 
the Lega] Aid society was founded largeiy 
for the purpose of fighting loan sharks, has 
done an enormous amount of good in this 
particular, and was the only agency in the 
city doing this work until the foundation of 
The Tribune Anti-Loan Shark bureau. 

Mr. Cragin edmits he knew the nature of 
Mosher’s business and knew the commer- 
cial paper which he handled for him was 
usurious salary loan paper, but excuses hie 
actions in thie regard by saying the banks 
algo did business with Mosher. 

Mosher came to Chicago about ten years 
ago, after serving a term in the penitentiary 
in Nebraska. He entered the loan shark 
Dusinéss as Thayer & Co. and did such a 
flourishirig dusiness that he was able to 
branch out igto promoting interurban street 
ear lines and other similar activities. Ne 
would bring a large number of notes, ob- 
viously loan shark paper, to Cragin, who 
would let him have ‘money ‘on them. As 
these notes became due Mosher was sup- 
posed to call and take them up, leaving 
others in their places. At last in 1909 Mosher 
went away and didn't come back. He hasn't 
come back yet. 

Here’s How Mosher Did It. 

Mosher had a habit of telling his clients 
when they paid their notes in full that the 
note was in the vault gt the bank and he 
would mall it to them. He would at once, 
however, give them receipts in full, return 
their assignments of wages. ané cancel their 
chattél mortgages. All this gave the victim 
& séenee of tecurity and he seldom worried 
over the fact thet the note itself was not 
returned. 

Immediately efter Mosher’s departure 
Cragin sent over to the office Where the loan 
business had been conducted a list of all the 
notes he had. in order that the exact amount 
Still due on each note might be determined. 
He was gtven this information, which showed 
many notes had been paid in full long de- 
fore and some paié while he was holding 
them, Aker receiving this information Cra- 
gin set out to collect the face value on al 
the notes, regardless of whether they had 
been paid or not, and regardless of payments 
made on them to Mosher while he held them 


Notes Thrown Out of Court. 
He brought a number of suits on notes

dertook to force payment through the E. H. 
Allen Adjustment company.

OLSON DEFIES HABEAS WRIT 


Chief Justice Commits Adam 
Lewicky to Bridewell. 


BASED ON RECORD ERROR. 


Traficker in Women Almost Gains 
His Freedom. 


Chief Justice Harry Olson yesterday com- 
mitted Adam Lewicky, convicted of traffick- 
ing in women, to the bridewell in deflance 
of a writ of habeas corpus issued by Judge 
William Fenimore Cooper which had pro- 
cured the man's release. 

At the same time Justice Olson gave or- 
ders to John I. Whitman, bridewell superin- 
tendent, not to release Lewicky on any pre- 
text until he had first communicated with the 
head of the Munfcipal court.

Later in the day Justice Olson said: 

“I would treat the man who illegally is- 
sued a writ of habeas corpus to get a prisoner 
out of the bridewell just as 1 would treat a 
man who used a jimmy for that purpose. In 
fact, I regard a writ of habeascorpusiilegal- 
ly issued the same as a Ammy.“ 

The justice sald he had no criticism to 
make of the action of Judge Cooper in re- 
leasing Lewicky, and that under the circum- 
stances he probably could not have acted 
otherwise. | ä 

“T do not think my action in sending 
Léwicky to the bridewell conflicts withJudge 
Cooper's orders, said the chief justice, but 
in case there is any suggestion that it does 
I am ready to stand by my gune. In the 
event another writ of habeas corpus is is- 
sued I will make. a thorough investigation, 
and if the writ is improperly issued I will 
take prompt action.” 


* Error Made in Court Record. 

Lewicky, who had a resort in South Chi- 
cago, was convicted before Municipal Judge 
Sabath in January. Arguments for a new 
trial dragged along into June, when the 
judge sentenced the defendant to the Dride- 
well for nine months. 

Owing to a mistake made by a clerk, the 
record was made to read five months, while 
the mittimus correctly read nine months. 
Because of this discrepancy Judge Cooper 
issued the writ of habeas corpus. 

Justice Olson caused the record to be 
amended and served notice on Lewicky. The 
man was taken into court yesterday on a 
capias, and the justice read an order commit- 
ting him to the bridewell on the origina! sen- 


tence.
